and sunk the human mind to the depths of 
degradation and wretchedness. Thus al- 
so have originated the bloody wars and 
persecutions, which have drenched the 
earth in her richest blood, for the support 
of religious faith, From the same errone- 
ous supposition, has sprung all that theo- 
logical wrangling which pervades every 
department of society, destroying the con- 
fidence of its members in each other, ban- 
ishing the social virtues, driving peace 
from the bosom, and tranquility trom the 
domestic circle.

The benefactors of the human race have 
checked their flight, descended from the 
clouds, turned their attention to the vari- 
ous phenomena with which they were sur- 
rounded, penetrated the arcana of nature, 
; and sought to render them all subservient 
|to our felicity. They have sought to re- 
_call men to the consideration of their own 
wants; for to these attention must be paid; 
‘these must be modified to the means of 
| their innocent gratification, and the whole 
of our duty will be found, when analyzed, 
to consist in the removal of our own unea- 
siness, with the least possible injury to the 
enjoyment of others, and conducing to the 
general happiness as much as in us lies. 


} 
We are bound to increase the sum of 
general felicity, be relieving the distressed 
and comforting the disconsolate, by in- 
structing the ignorant, by supporting the 
weak, and relieving the decrepitude and 
loneliness of the aged; but these will be 
found, on strict examination, to be only so 
many ramifications of the principles we 
have established, for satisfying our indi- 
vidual wants. The wisdom of God has 
made the happiness of all, to consist in the 
felicity of each, Does the inquirer ask, 
what he shall do to serve God? the an- 
swer is, go study your own good, learn in 
what your true interests consists, and when 
you have «+ certained this, bend all your 
faculties to its acquisition, But take this 
caution; you have no interest that is un- 
connected with the rest of mankind. All 
are bound by the law of their natures to 
each other; it is impossible that ‘hat should 
be one’s true interest, which in the least 
diminishes the happiness of others. Hence, 
when you ascertain that your present 
course of conduct is prejudicial to the fe- 
licity of your brethren, abandon it—your 
own interest requires an alteration.

We are to con- 
sider him the author of our existence, the 
benefactor of our lives, in whom we live, 
move and have our being. We are to con- 
sider him as the great principle of life and 
intelligence, by which all the operations of 
nature are produced. Not tothink of this 
being is impossible, Every object we be- 
hold proclaims his existence, and each

| A grateful emotion will arise to him in the 
heart of every rational man, who contem- 
plates his works. This emotion is proper, 
, but it is not a duty. It cannot be enfore- 
ed by a command, nor produced by a pen- 
alty. It springs spontaneously or not at 
all. It is indeed a source of the sublim- 
est enjoyment to the heart that feels it, 
and he who wishes for the greatest quan- 
tity of happiness, will, if rightly instructed, 
neglect no opportunity to make himself ac- 
quainted with the wonderful productions 
of this unseen hand, Acquaintance with 
these will exalt his conceptions of their au- 
thor, and consequently increase his grate- 
ful emotions.

An ancient 
writer says that ‘‘trimmyng of the tem- 
ples with hangynges of flowers, boughs, 
and garlondes, was taken of the heathen 
people, whiche decked their idoles and 
houses with suche arraye.”’

HORRORS OF WAR. 

Battle of Borodino. The night passed 
slowly over the waketul heads of the im- 
patient combatants, The morning of the 
7th of Septersbor at length broke, and 
thousands Lehe!ld the dawn for the last 
time. The moment was arrived when the 
dreadful discharge of two thousand cannon 
was to break tue silence of expectation, 
and arouse at once ail the horrors of war. 
General as the atiack seemed, the corps 
of Prince Bagration had to sustain the 
accumulating weight of nearly half the 
French army; and the determination 
shown by its cavalry was so desperate, 
that they charged up to the mouth of the 
Russian guns. Whole regiments of them, 
both horses and men, were swept down by 
the cannon shot; and ail along the front 
of Bagration’s line across a breast-work 
of dead and dying. Napoleon ordered up 
fifty additional pieces of artillery, and a 
fresh division of infantry, with several 
regiments of dragoons. This new force 
rushed on over the bodies of their fallen 
countrymen and did not allow themselves 
to be checked until they reached the par- 
apets of the Russian works. Their vig- 
orous onset overturned with fierce slaugh- 
ter every thing that opposed them, and o- 
bliged Bagration to fall back nearer to 
the second line of the army. The stage 
of battle at this crisis is not to be deseri- 
bed. The thunder of a thousand pieces 
of artillery was answered by the discharge 
of an equal number on the part of the 
Russians. A veil of smoke shut out the 
combatants from the sun, and left them no 
other light to pursue the work of death 
than the flashes of musketry, which bla- 
zed in every direction. 

The sabres of 40,000 dragoons met 
each other, and clashed in the horrid 
gloom; and the bristling points of count- 
less bayonets, bursting through the rolling 
vapor, strewed the earth with heaps of 
slain. 

Such was the scene for an extent of 
many wersts, and the dreadful contest 
continued without cessation until the dark- 
ness of the night. Thus closed that me- 
morable day, and with it terminated the 
\lives of eighty thousand human beings.
